Hat Oliver Cromwell the late pretended Protector, having traiteroufly murdered the 

late King, by force broken the Parliament, and baniſhed his Majeſty out of his Domi- 

nions, the Petitioners husband, with many others of his Majeſties Loyal Subjects in 

the year 1654. according to their bounden Duty, and Allegiance, and by virtue of 
his Majeſties Commiſſion, endeavoured by lawfull Arms, the ſuppreſſion of the Forces of the 
ſaid Oliver Cromwell, and the reſtitution of his Majeſty to his Right and Kingdomes. 

But the forces of the ſaid Oliver Cromw:1l, under the command of Colonel Crook over · pour- 
ing the Petitioners Husband and his party, the Petitioners Husband and his party were ta- 
ken and impriſoned. | 

And afterwards the ſaid pretended Protector, did grant out a Commiſſion of Oyer and Ter- 
miner unto Jobn Glyn, i illiam Steele, Serjeants at Law, and John Liſle, Eſquire, and others for 
the tryall of the petitioners husband, and the reſt of his party, although contrary to Articles 
made with them by Colonel Cros le, who afterwards perfidiouſly denyed them · 

That the ſaid pretended Commiſſioners, proceeding to execute that Commiſſion, cauſed 
the petitioners Husband (among(t others) to be Arraigned at Exeter, at which try ll the jaid, 


. Serjcant Glyn, and the reſt of the Commiſhoners, refuſed to allow the petitioners husband any 


— he took many particular exceptions to the Indictment, both for the inatter 
and form. | 

They alſodeclared to the people and jury. that to raiſe forces for his Majeſty, againſt the ſaid 

etended Protector, was Treaſon, within the Statute of 25. Edw. 3. and that Arms taken againſt 
ew as againſt the King, within the meaning of that Statute. 

Whereupon, the Petitioners Husband was by a Jury (which Sir John Coppleſion, the then 
Sheriff) had — porbodecs returned for that purpoſe ) d guilty of Treaſon, 
and Judgement of death being paſſed upon him, by the ſaid Commiſſioners, he was afterwards 
beheaded by the Command of the ſaid Sir John Coppleſton, tothe unexpreſſible grief and irre- 

ble loſſe of the diſconſolate Petitioner, and her fatherleſſe Childien. 

That Captain Jawes Dewy in the County of Dorſet, before Conviction, ſeized upon the eſtate 
of the Petitioners late husband,to the value of one thouſand pound, and converted the ſame to 
his own and the pretended Protectors uſe. 

Al which proceedings of rheſaid Commiſſioners — againſt all Right, and Juſtice; and 

(as the petitioner believes) againſt the Conſciences and Judgements of t he Commiſſioners 

themſelves (they being learned in the — and the Commiſſion being onely ſet on foot 

to maintain the Tyranny and Ulſurpation of the ſaid pretended Protector againſt his Sacred 

Majeſty . 

The Petitioner in all bumility, prayes that although ſhe hath no remedy at Law by any appeale, 

againſt the ſaid Commi|ſiners, yet that the ſaid Arbitrary and Malicious Judgement, gi- 

ven by the ſaid Commiſſioners, contrary to the known Laws, may be condemned and rever- 

ed. 1 | 

And to the end that the ſaid Commiſſioners may be made exemplary in this puniſhment, 

She humbly prayes, that the Offence of the ſaid Commiſſioners m1y be excepted out of the 
General Pardon and Obl:vion © 

And that her ſaid Husbands eſtate may be reftored by the ſaid Dewy and others, who 
ſeized the ſame, to the Petitioner and her Children. |
